"Look," Lord MDner continued, "at 
wliat is happening in Europe whllo 
you and I are sitting liore.

Canada was. unique in being one ot 
a group of groat countries. Together 
that grouj) can command credit and 
respect, with strength and security 
ba.sed uiion it.

Canadian 
individually, too, would gain, not lose. 
She would be greater as a leading 
member jierhaps herself in the future 
the chief and head of tho groat group 
of British states, than alone. Realiz- 
ing this, Canadl.'ins ^\-ould claim, and 
rightly claim, a groatc'r share in di- 
recting the policy of the whole empire 
The.flooner tliey did so tho better 
Tliey.;wbuld then realize to the full the 
need for Canada of power in peace as 
well as In war.

Wong Hoy Meets Death and Compan- 
ion is Injured on Coal Train 
at Nanaimo - 



Nanalmo, Oct. 9.— A well known 
Chinaman, named Wong , Hoy, was 
killed yesterday and a companion seri- 
ously Injured by belnggi,crushod be- 
tween a train, of coal cars' "and a ])ro- 
jectinf," shed. Hoy and another China- 
man were riding on the buffers at the 
fron't of the train of cars, which were 
being shunted along tlio wharf. They 
apparently did not know that they 
wore standing so high up, for when 
they gave tho signal to tho engineer 
to move back they did not attempt to 
jump down. Before tho engineer 
could reverse tho engine the China- 
men livcro pinned between tho project- 
ing roof of tho shed and the side of 
tho car. The engineer at once re- 
versed, the lirakeman rushed to tho 
aid of the victims, but wlum tlio cars 
were drawn off the body of tlio de- 
ceased fell lifeless to tho track. His 
ni!Ck had been crushed and life In- 
stantly extinguished.

The Candidate 
Mr. G. H. Barnard, who upon rising 
to speak, received an ovation, dealt 
at seme length, .with ^tlie.;. so-called 
"secret agreement" with regard to 
the water question, inilde whllo he 
WIS mayor. He said in jiart: 

"In the year 1904, when I was mayor 
of tho city of Victoria, tho water 
question was then, as.^nbwi'lia.'S matter 
of pressing importanc&'-'^'*^''rbe*'Esquir 
malt Water Works company owned 
tho Coldstream system, and had an 
agreement wltli the tramway company 
to supply them water for power pur- 
poses. IJnder that agreement, so long 
as the tramway company took four 
million gallons per day from the water 
company, the tramway company was 
to have the exclusive right to all the 
water, and the water company could 
not sell water to any one else for 
power purposes, but there was nothing 
in the agreement to compel tho tram- 
way company to talt^e more than four 
millions, nor preventing it from tak- 
ing the four millions and going else- 
where for the rest of its requirements, 
and thus jircventlng the water com- 
pany from getting any greater revenue 
out ot its property than would be de- 
rived from the sale of tho four 
millions. 

"The city was advised that it liad 
the rlsht to expropriate or record tho 
Goldstreain water. It was resolved to 
try and purchase the" water company's 
property first, but before doing so It 
was considered by the city council In 
the Interest of the city that an agree^;-: 
ment should bo entered Into with the 
Tramway company which should oh- , 
sure that the^tramway company would 
take all the water- from Coldstream, 
and accordingly the agreement which 
has become famous as the secret 
agreement was entered into. 

"For obvious business reasons it 
was not made public as the . council 
did not wish the - water works com* 
pany to know of its negotiations with 
the tramway company. 

The Agreement 

"This agreement was in tho nature 
of an option, and contained a clause 
that it should not bind the city until 
It was ^assented to by the ratepayers, 
so that It could nover become opera- 
tive until it was voted upon, and of 
course become tlioroughly advertised 
and understood by every person voting 
upon it. 

'"Tho negotiations loading up to tho 
agreement lasted about three . montlis; 
During that time there were;?,many; 
meetings of the aldermen,' at'- which 
they were all present, when the pro- 
posed -agreement was thrashed out in 
detail; • 

The agreement was passed by the 
unanimous vote of the council, which 
consisted of the following gentlemen:. 
-Messrs. H. M. Grahame, John Kins* 
man, J". L. Beckwith, T. L AVorthlng- 
ton, A. Stewart, J. P. Elford,. F, W. 
Vincent, Thornton Fell and B. S. 
Oddy, not one of whom objected to the 
policy of tho agreement, but all of 
whom took an active part In tho dls- 
euBsIon of tho details. 

"I was made the subject of attack 
In connection with tho agreement, bo- 
cause when tho negotiations woro 
commenced my then firm wero solicit- 
ors for the tramway company. During 
the negotiations, and before tho agree- 
ment was signed, I retired from that 
firm and ceased to act, and havo never 
acted since for tlie tramway company. 
I have already pledged my oath In 
court that no member of the firm of 
McPhilllps, AVootton & Barnard ever 
acted in any way for tho tramway 
company In connection with that agree- 
ment. 

Agreement Approved 

"These oceurrcnccs took place in tho 
fall of 1901. In 1905 a new council 
was elected, and on the i3th February, , 
190S, and after the agreemenL was 
made public, and after the tramway 
company htul Intimated that tho city 
might cancel tho agreement 1£ It saw 
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fit, some of the new mombora of the 
council made an attempt to have the 
city rescind the agreement. A motion 
to that effect was made by Aid. llanna 
and was defeated, tho follow I" K mem- 
bers of the council ivcitlng" to continuo 
the agreement: Aids;' "Goodacre, Fell, 
Oddy, Elford and myself. Of these, 
.Mofsrs. Goodacro and Klford wore now 
members and not bound by any pre- 
vious action- Itj. connection, with the 
matter, while :.^'o£4'thb void council the 
only hiem'ber vvhb Had voted for the 
agrpeinent' 111 the llrst place nnd chang- 
ed his mind on the second occasion, 
was Aid. Stewart. 

"A seeond resolution was put In the 
2!th July, 1905, for the same i)urposo 
when Aid. Foil moved an amendment 
to the effect that It was In Ihc best In- 
terest of the city that tho agreement 
should not ho rescinded. This motion 
was never brought to a vote, and the 
agreement w;i.s not rescinded until Iho 
following year. The result of these 
motions shows tliat the v.'hole agree- 
ment was ono as to the desirability 
01' which men mlglit and did honestly 
d iff IT. 

"Subsequently litigation ensued be- 
tween the corporation and tlie water 
company. The counsel for the water 
company made the following charges 
against me: 

"1. That 1 was standing In with the 
tramway company to get the bonelU of 
the Goldstrcam water for the tram- 
way company, and using my position 
as mayor of the city for that purpose. 
-■•"2. Thtft the "whole scheme was to 
benefit the tramway company, and not 
a. bona fide attempt on the part of the 
city tb'gret the water or Goldatream.. • 
"The trial lasted atiout ten days. I 
submitted myself . to. ".a ; severe cross- 
examlhatlon 'at .tha.hands of Mr. Peters, 
counsel for the water' conipahy, a:nd at 
the conclusion- of the city's case wo 
offered to put In for cross-examination 
any aldermen who were hi tho council 
when the agreement was miulc. Jlcssrs. 
Fell, Oddy. AMnccnt, Ueckwith and 
Stewart worn all examined. 

"At the end of tho case ^Ir. Bodwoll, 
for tlie clt.\-, was proceeding to deal 
with tlie charges against nio, when he 
was stopped by the judge, Mr. Justice 
Duff, who stated that tho evUience 
did not disclose nny ground wbatover 
for the charge against mo of bad faith 
and that on that branch of the case 
the water company had not begun to 
make a Ijcginniitg-, and that there was 
simply no ground at all Cor the asser- 
tion that tlii^ cit\- was abusing Us 
])owcrs for the benclU of the tramway 
company. 

"The whole mater stands thus: 
"]. The agreement wns not and 
could not be binding upon tho city un- 
til voted upon by -the whole of the 
ratepayers. 

A subsequent council, composed 
of ilifferont men to those who made the 
agreement, decided' that it was In tho 
Interest of the city not to rescind it. 

"3. The -judge, one of tho ablest we 
have had in British Columbia, and who 
is .np.wr.,on';tho Supreme court licnch, 
■'saldi-jthat the charges of bad faith had 
not even been commenced to bo 
proved." 

A Gratifying Spectacle 
Mr. Barnard, in conunenciiig his rc- 
mark.s said:

SIGNS OF THE TlfvlES. 

f'ol. Soeloy in a speech recently de- 
livered In Liverpool expressed tho be- 
lief tliat tho time is ilrawing near 
■ When a great council of tho Kmplro 
■will bo held for tho discussion of the 
prot)lems presented by OriPiifnl im- 
niigration and subjects of general in- 
terest. Wo also learn that a move- 
ment has ..-Doen started in .London to 
ost.abllsh a' Colonial 'Chamber of Com- 
meret! and l';xchange, the object being 
the iiromotion of inti^r- imporia I trade. 
Tilings of this nature arc full of signl- 
.a'cance.' It is evldentr.thatthb C)riental 
problem can only bo- ' satisfactorily 
settled by the adoption of soiiii^ 
general policy applicable to tho lOni- 
pire as <i whole. It does not follow 
that the policy must be. identical In its 
a'ppllcafiori to all parts' of the Empire.' 
There are places where the Oriental 
seems not only to lie Wi-lconio i-iioiigh. 
but the only colonist who can meet 
.certain^ essential roqulrenionts. There 
are other places where ho Is not want- 
ed and his jiresence i.s niisehievoiis. 
It seems re:\KOnabl<' that some general 
conclusion .shall be reached as to what 
doors shall bo open to him, and -what 
shall be closed. Tho question of Im- 
perial defence is al.sa one that Is pres- 
sing' for solution, and it is beln.g forced 
to the front by the recent action of 
Australia. There are certainly many 
things -lyhich such a . council as . that 
projioscd by Col. Seoley could discuss 
prolUabl.v. 

The development of Inter-Imperlal 
cotnmorco • Is.salso.'of :'prlmia'iIthp<>rtanco. 
'Wo never have taken the position' that 
Imperial trade i)reference Is essential 
to Imperial solidarity, for w(! liavo 
always realized the possibility that, 
in any . attempt to adjust the, ^various 
tariffs to each other 'dlflicuities inlfflit 
■irise, which would have a tendcnc.v 1o 
drive the different dominions apart. 
We do not think that this must 
necessarily; bo the case, but it is a 
contingency that must be kept in 
mind. Yot intcr-lmporial trade Is not 
dependent upon .-i preference. Such 
an arrangement. If it can bo reached, 
will vastly beneflt such' irade; but a 
great corrimerce can be built up -with- 
out it, and a. Colonial Chamber of 
Commerce and Kxchange in London 
would be a potent factor In promoting 
It. One of the. prlniary, requiijernents 
of the Empire is that tho people of 
Its constituent parts should know 
more about each other's requirements 
and cacli other's products. Tho tip- 
polntnjent Of 'represeiitetiyp of the 
British Board jbf 'Trade' will bo pro- 
ductive of iadmirabli! results in this 
direction'^ a'nd' the institution of auch 
a chamber would have .-i potent in- 
lluenco in the s;ime line. 



AN INTERESTING SITUATION. 

It Is .announced that the Canadian 
Pacific Railway has filed its sebeclule, 
of freight charges on cotton good.s 
sliipped from the United States points 
to the Orient, specifying liow much 
is for land' carrying and how much 
for ocean transportaticm. also, that 
rates on other lines of good.s will bt 
shortly filed. This is In comiiliance 
with a riillng made by the Interstate 
Connmerce Commission requiring all 
railway companies doing businesK in 
tlic irnited Ktales to lile .such se-hcdul- 
es. It may remember that the tjol- 
^onist- last f April dre\wattention to, this 
new rule arid spok'e'of •'the 'hostile at- 
titude taken by tho ITnited States rail- 
ways towards it. The (.'anadlaii Pa- 
cilic is, of course, not uubject to tlie 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, but it's sagacious 
man;i,goini'nt deenied it the w-iso coui-se 
to recci);nize 111'- ruling far as 

It applies to goods shipped from points 
In the United States. Of course the 
Commission has no right to aslc and 
it lia.s not ,-isked the Canadian ooni- 
|jan.\- to puljli:'!! its rales on liiisine^.i 
originating elKcwhcre than in the 
tinlted States. , 

The objection made by tiic tran.s- 
eont inent.-il lines soiitll of the liorder 
to lie- piilili: hin.g of llieir schedules 
seems a r'-,;asonable one. It seems 
obvious that a company operating a 
railway system and steamship lines 
can afford to (■;irry freight over both 
at a liiuei- relative rate ihaii ovei- one. 
Tho old question of tho "long liaul" 
is Involved, and ,;: also , thQ'. queBtion o f 
competition. A 'transportation com- 
pan.v must adjust its schedulos to 
various coiuliti(Uis, and as ;i general 
proposition, the longer it can keep 
traffic ill its own hands tho cheaper, 
as vvllh compared with distance, it can 
afford to handle it. If there am two 
methods of earr\lng goods between 
two points, one all water transporta- 
tion and the other part water and 
part land, tho former being the chcap- 
i-r, as a general rule, the later must 
lie mad'.- 1.0 meet It ov else lo.se I li(> 
business. We will suppo.se that a 
bale of goods Is In Manchester des- 
tined for Shanghai.

Girl Charged With Defalcation Was 
Dismissed By Glasgow Jury 



l^oiidon, Oct- 0. — It l.s .seldom that a 
.lur.v shows di.slnelinaliou to coiiviet ;i.<i 
l)lainl.\- as a iJlas.gow Jiir.v did a few 
da.v-s ago. 'I'liey had hefore them a. girl 
liarel.\- ill year.s uf age, ehargi?d with 
rohhing lu-r emplo.vers of over Sli.OOO. 
.SIk- was employed ;is cashier and hook- 
keepi^r at a, -salar.v of $-.li; jier week, 
and had full charge of the hiisinc-ss ac- 
counts and cash transactions of the 
eompan.v. Tho btislno-ss Avas conduct- 
ed with almost Iiicrodlblo laxity. The 
accused girl invariably drew money 
from tho banic for the use of tho Avorlts 
or for employees' Avages, and paid Into 
the bank money which had como into 
the' linn. These checks wore usually 
drawn In her favor, and she endorsed 
thi.'in on rficelvintr pnyinent. Thorn 
.Hcems to have been no cliocic on these 
trtmsactlonH whatever. Apparently the 
girl begnii to tuke ndvantiigo of all this 
laxity. Potty pilfering started, and be- 
ing undetected, went on for a conald- 
(irablc time. TJltlinately. defalcations 
were discovered to ilie o.vtcnt of $«,00O. 
At tho trial an extraordinary, aceao 
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took place. On tl)dillrst occasion thu 
jury came back Avltii 'tlio riualillcation 
that she was guilty of ^defalcation of 
some sort. Such a llnding coiild not 
be accepted; tho verdict must bo un- 
conditional. .\fier half an hour's con- 
sideration, the jury intimated that tho 
girl had (dinniltleil defalcation, but 
that the bad liusliie.i.i methods worn 
largely re.sjionslhle. Tills vei'dict was 
again rejected. A tlih-d time tho Jury 
considered tin* (luestioii, and llie fnre- 
mun then .said the.v could not thu 
amount of the girl's aiiproi)rialioii^.

0,3 to the girl's culpability.

SUNDE CtOSiNB tAW : 
UPHELD BY TH^EiBT 

Application to Quasli tlie Ren- 
deli Conviction is Dismiss-- 
ed With Costs 



Chief Justice Hunter yesterday 'de- 
clared the Sunday closing by-law to 
bo JL valid enactment within the 
statutory powers of the city council 
and also upheld the conviction of P. 
Kendall who had been fined for kcop- 
Ins his billiard room open on Sunday 
by Magistrate Jay. Incidentally his 
lordship took a shot at' tho wording 
of the enactment. Ho said that while 
it was not so badly \vordod that its 
meaning could not bo gathered, still 
tho drafting was slipshod. Nearly all 
civic by-laws hero and in Vancouver 
which came before tho court were ^o 
notable for slovenly wording. 

H. C. Lowe appeared for the ac- 
cused and attacked tlic conviction on 
a nunibcf of grounds. IIo first took 
the broad ground that t'lie city coun- 
cil liad no power to close bllll.ard 
roomy,- arguing that Huch a power was 
only given in the case of saloons, and 
in support of his argument quotrd 
the decisions in the liquor ' ' lloon.'ie 
prosecutions as well as otlier aiithorl- 
lios. Without calling upon W. J! Tay- 
lor, K.C., wlio appeared on tlio other 
side, the chief Justice dissented from 
tho proiiosltion. He said, that the 
Municipal Clauses act gave power to 
make by-laws in relation to billiard 
rooms, wlilcli was a very comprelion- 
slve phrase. In tlio case of .saloons, 
tliis power was limited by stating 
within wliat hours tlie saloons could 
be closed. There was no limitation 
in tho case of billiard rooms ;iltliouirh 
they could not bo prohllilted allo- 
gether. 

Mr. Lowe then argued that from tbe 
wording of tho clause it was evident 
that tile billiard rooms were only 
ordered closed on Sundays during the 
same hours of the nl,:;lit as on week- 
days. The chief justice would not as- 
sent to tills proposition, altliougli ho 
made some caustic remarks upon tho 
wording of the clause. Counsel's next 
complaint was that tho by-law ordered 
that such rooms' ' should be closed, 
while tho conviction ^said^ that it ha'd 
been unlawfiilly'VaHlqwcd 'lo , .remain 
open, and , cited' a case to show thai 
tlie exact wotdlng of t'he by-iaw should 
have been followed. .However, tho 
cliief justIcQ drew attention to tho 
local statute .i^rhleh.makcl^such a close 
f o 1 1 o wine of '^th'S " 't\^of dlrtff"'^^^^ 
unnecessary. If - the Intent b.e plain, 
which his; lordship held , was the case 
hero. '." '„,. , „.„ '■ . 

Finally the chief iustlce asked if 
]Mr. Lowe wore exhausted,, and, upon 
being told that all tho points were be- 
fore the court, he dismissed the ap- 
plication with costs.

Genuine Pepper Pot, 

Two pounds of tripe, the moss or 
honeycomb variety; knuckle of veal, a 
beef bone and scraps of beef, two 
pound.s ill all; one bunch of !)ot herbs 
one rod-pepper pod, six allspice, si.x 
cloves, salt to tatite, one- third tea- 
spoonful of blaelt pepiier, one table- 
sijoonful of browned flour, one me- 
dium-sized, onion, besides {ho.pnlon In 
the ,pbt iherbs. Clean thrbiighlyi-iand 
boll twice .the tripc, oftener .If neces- 
sary, to remove the odor. Cook until 
tender. Into a largo pot put the veal, 
soup bono and beef and add five iiints 
of cold water. Wlicn boiled up, skim 
carefully, then add the pot herbs (in 
I a thin hag it you object to the bits 
of thyme leaves, eac. floating in the 
soup), the alls]iice. cloves, and onion 
and simmer slowly until the meat is 
tender. Ri'inove the: meat from the 
liquor, and put it aside until cold, 
leaving the liquid in the pot. Drain 
tin; water from tlie tripe. The next 
day remove the cake of fat, but not 
the gelatin, from the jjot lltjupr, 'Heat 
to the boiling point, add .diced, .raw 
potatoes and the meat and tripe ,cut 
Into small pieces. Boil a' half-ho'ur. 
Make cnoiigh p.astc for a pint of tfrnall 
dumplings, roll out the paste, cut off 
little pieces and roll with clean, well- 
floured hands into little balls not more 
than tlirei! (piiirters of an Inch in dia- 
meter. Tliickeii Ibe liipior with tlie 
browned Hour, dropjiing in tlie small 
duinpiings at the same time. Do this 
<a few minutes before serving. The 
quantity of liquid must not be de- 
creased or allowed to boll away. There 
must be live full pints, or tho Ingrod- 
icntk will make the soup too thick. ... 

The Joys of Re-Reading. 

(I'Yoni the Spectator) 
Tlie ideasures of reading cover a far 
wider lield tlian the pleasures of re- 
reading. All llie delight.s of no\elty, 
tlie glorious astonishments of explora- 
tion, the . Interest of unravelling the 
coniplicatod threads of a story, arc ex- 
hausted when we have gone tlirou.gli a 
book for the first time. Curiosity, with 
all its varied incentives, i)la.\'s no part 
after the pages have once been turned. 
But there are more subtle satisfac- 
tions which we cannot t.-isto tlll a book 
is well known to us. ThO; books,- wo 
re-read most constantly are- by " no 
means thoso which make the strongest 
aiipeal to our critical Judgment; Some- 
times oven,, we are soniewfiat nahaniod 
of our dearest bdok-frlends, and do 
not like to risk our character for lit- 
erary- acumen by saying how much wo 
lovOj; them. , The f (poling Is; iirireason- 
able.' \Vo arc not' bound to Ibvo our 
human acquaintances In exact ratio to 
their \y\l or woi-tli. Sympathy counts 
for more than .tudgnient in matters, of 
alTectlon. .\ow and then, of course, 
there may be ipiite other reasons ten- 
our I'eticence. We like to talk about 
Intimate frie'nds wltli intimate frii.iids 
nnl.v. Where books are cMincernrd we 
know we cannot silence the itHIcs by 
;i mere statement tliat they are dear to 
ns. Cood numners do not forbid any 
niiarvi-tongucd detractor from -layin.g 
bis worst of our l)est lieloved. When, 
therefore, we bear them dlseusstd or 
ridiculed by all and sundry, we jirefer 
to take no part. If we undertake a 
warm defence, we probably know by 
experience that we siiall regret 11, and 
shall feel that we have gU'cn ourselves 
away and exposed our hearts to 
stranger.'j. 

Wo all liav(! certain books which we 
re-rcud at intervals, and look forward 
to re-reiidlng at intervals for the rest 
of our lives. They may be In jirose or 
verse, and may ileal wltli fact or fic- 
tion; but whatever their nature, thoy 
give us a pleasure we sliould find It 
hard to explain. Perliiip.i most of them 
wo road tor the first time w'hon wo 
were very young, and perhaps. If we 
really knew It, It la our,. past self as 
miich aa our author :who'';flxes' our at- 
tention ns we read. \ ' Certiilri ,'books, 
like certain fragrances, rdcair not so 
much forgotten scones and forgotten 
Incidents as forgotten moods. Wo en- 
Joy them becauiso we have enjoyed 
theni, The philosophy which blew 
away for the jnoniont all our mental 
inlHtH, or tho poetry, which was iioti 



poetry, but which served to express our 
souls before wo had had much experi- 
ence of life or reading, cannot lose its 
charm. "\Vi.> love it tho more because 
it is not groat. Had it been greater it 
would have seemed less completely 
ours. It is what we should have writ- 
ten had wc had a little more glf^ of 
ivrltliig. It stands noW.H'eiryi.llfcolyi -for 
something simpler' than the y.ears.havo 
made us. ../Nevertheless, It is rofreah- 
Irigito piit'oursblves once more In tune 
with Its melody. ' Wo read for the llrat 
time to gain an impression, we rc-road 
OS a rule, to gain or to regain an ex- 
pression. 

The novels, too, that we go back to 
may,;:orvinay i riot, bo, the ones which 
fromVa' ci-ltlcal point o£ view we. ad- 
mire 'most. AVo may rjead them be- 
cause their; authors were past-masters 
of the dramatic art, or merely because 
something personal to ourselves Is per- 
petuated in their pages. What a won- 
derfid liero So-and-so appeared to us 
once, how cliarming was that woman, 
how astonislnngly wise tliat man. .\s 
we read again of tliem we feel agiiin 
tlie thrill ,-uul the spell, tho delicious 
sense of enlightenment, tho ever-jire- 
seiit imdortoiu; of liope. We do not 
llnd these delights In the new books, 
liut tliey are shut up on the slielvi-s 
between the boards of the old ones, 
and wo can feel them all, not indeoLl 
wlK-'never we will, but at intervals of 
one, two, or tliree years, according to 
the nature of our memory. A\'e must 
not look for these jileasures too often. 
■We cannot make the past into llie pre- 
sent, If wc are so foolish as to hegin 
to re-read too soon, we .siiall he bitter- 
ly disappointed, and wc nniy find noth- 
ing but ii rather commonplace story, 
I In; spell of udilch Is broken by fa- 
miliarity. Certain history books, again, 
Itccp an extraordinary charm. . In vain 
tho critics assure .U8,that;they ;are dls- 
(uirslveyaridi'-lnaciEuratiB; . .'it'-Avaa^frpW 
them "that we flrst realized that' it - Is 
scene and circumstance, not actors arid 
passjlons, which change, and the de- 
light with which we flrst grasped the 
clue to. .the wondrous works of our 
fathers' ; day3',;and of the old time be- 
"foro tliem Is 'one we must seek again 
nnd again. TJieIr writers opened a 
door for us which cati never be any 
more shut, and we recapture with real 
.and Intense jileasuro our sen.satlons 
when tho horizon behind us was first 
thrown back. The book may have 
been nothing but an historical • novel — 
and it may not have been Scott's — but 
however large or small our library, wo 
shall never be happy without a copy 
of It close at hand. 'vi A-''^, 

There are, however,'-- many books 
which we re-read wlthout'any egoistic 
thought.s. Here also we must admit 
that our affections nnd our judgments 
are not always in agreoineiit. An 
average man or woman of reall.v good 
education can uvipreciate in some sense 
all' that Is finest in Knglisli literature, 
and Ciin learn to disappr-jvo all tiiat 
falls below a certain slandard. It is so 
niueh caHlrr to aiiiireclate than to love. 
It Is easy to blame with discrimiiiatioii, 
.so dillicult to resist tlie power of at- 
traction. The truth is tliat e\-en among 
the most cultivated the standnrtl of 
taste to which lhe\- heirtily Hubscrilio 
ha.s never In ver.\- mnn.\- instances be- 
come thoir own indhidual standard. 
They believe In the tests which wltii 
their minds they apply, and In tho 
verdicts which tiie\- in all sincerity ac- 
cept, but in tlieir lieart of iiearts they 
like something (inito different. They 
would not for anything be without the 
jiower of correct discrimination. The 
exercise of that power gives tlicm in- 
tense pleasure, but now and then they 
must pander to their own iirivate 
tastes, .\gain and .-igiiin they read the 
liooks the\- reall.N- liI;o— the books that 
;;lve them real' satisfaction..'. Bbok's 
v.hiih have pleased us, but which have 
laid a .strain upon the attention, wo 
seldom rc-read. They are among tho 
experiences which wo are glad to have 
had, but which wo do not seek again. 
They stand out In our momory llko the 
peaks thc« climber has "surmounted; 
each may glyo him a.Jtre'sh .'appetite 
for adventure;' but' his Is not likely to 
perform.thb'saine feats twice. 

It Is not' always trtio that tho hooks 
wo: re-read havC'the greatest effect 
upon .oiir , minds; , It is not Inipos.'iible 
that wb: may, trace our best Ideas to a 
book we' have -read but once Again, 
the books 'which attract liy their od- 
dity we seldom open twice; and it may 
reasonably be supposed tinii tlie public 
which makes the success of modern 
novels of vicious tone will not want to 
look at them a .second time. When an 
evil sense of surprise has once been 
exiieriiMieed it cannot, one would lioiie, 
lie n captured. But perhaps the pidi- 
lic we ari! alliiiling to iK^ver re-reads. 
N'itialed appflltes desire notliiim' so 
mucli as cli,an.t;e. 'I'he boolcs, pictures, 
and music- wliicli most of u.s would take 
with us to ;i dcsi-rt Islami are iiroli.-ibly 
not the ones we tall; .most about. .-V 
lilir.iry coniiioscd of the se(;ret favorites 
of a sVore of r-ilucated men .and women 
of today would ol'tcr niucii food for 
thotiglit. It -would, we lielievo, be 
neither \'ery large, nor very new. nor 
very varied. It would not contain 
niucli that Is great, except, perhaps, of 
l.vrical poetry; it would contain much 
that is cnrnnionplaco and very little 
tlial Is at all eccentric. The ordinary 
man or woman longs instinctively to 
see the evident well put, to get that 
answer to his or her own mental ex- 
pectancy which the ear gets from a 
( (H-rect scale., We do not often llnd 
tlii.s primitive satisfaction In real life, 
and tho function of art. In the mind of 
tiie ordlnarj' man is to supjily it. He 
may know better, or rather he may 
have learned hotter, but Ik- re-reads in 
accordance with his instinct, not his 
training. 

Juvenile Smoking. 
As tho women of Victoria have done 
their part In procuring tlie passage 
of the Act prohibiting boys under six- 
teen from using tobacco, it is well 
that wc should learn just what t"ne 
Act Is. W. G. Shearer In tho Prca- 
hytorian Witness gives tho following 
summary of the law. It it not enough

statute hook. Not only should child- 
ren know what' its i)rovisions are, but 
public oi)iuloii ouffht to be so strong 
that its enforcement will be strict. 

The following- is a summary of the 
provisions of the law •.—Section 1 
makes it a crime to "directly or in- 
ilirectlv sell, give or furnish to per- 
sons under the .age , of„, sixteen years 
anv cigarettes or^x^: cigarette papers, 
whether for his own use Or not, or to 
"sell, give or furnish to such a person 
tobacco In any form other than cigar- 
ettes" if he knows or has reason to 
litdlevc It to be "for the use of that 
person." The maximum penalty is, 
for the lirst offence, $10; for a second 
$jri; for subsequent offences $1.00. 

It l.s noteworthy that in the ca.sc of 
cierarettes the prohibition is absolute, 
but in the case of other forms of lo- 
badctf' the prohibition Is limited to 
tobacco" for the' personal use of the 
youth purchasing or receiving. 

Section 2 providi.'S for tlie forfeiture 
of tobacco. This section makes it 
"tlio duty of any constable" or other 
person iiaving' similar |i(,)wers. "to 
.•Ji-ize any ciRtirettes. cigarettes papers, 
or tobacco in any form in the iiosses- 
sion of any jierson apparently under 
the age of 1« years whom ■ he, liiids 
smoking or chewing tobacco or .about 
to smoke or chew tobacco in any 
street or plibllc : place." 

Note (a) It is the duty of constables 
to seize, etc; It Is not loft optional; 
(b) This Is limited to "any street or 
public place." 

Section :i make.s ii' a crime for any 
lierson under Hi to "smoke or chew 
tobacco in any street or jniblic place 
or to imrcli;ise or have in Ills ijo:;- 
sessioii whether for bis own use or 
not, any clRarettes, cigarette jiapcrs," 
or ")iurclia,se or have in )iis jiosses- 
sion tobacco in other forms" if for his 
own use. 

The l)eIlalt^• is, for ;i llrst offence, a 
reprimand; for a second olfoncp $1, 
and for subsequent offences $4. j 

Snbsoction A makes it "tho duty of 
the .Justice to examine under oath all 
[ii'rsous brought before iiim who are 
found guilty" under this section "as 
to where and from whom such per- 
sons" obtained the cigarettes or to- 
bacco. !ind "the refusal to give .such 
Information shall bi- dt.'enu'd a con- 
tempt of the Court," wliieli is jiunish- 
able liy imprlsontiient. 

Section -1 deals with the sale of 
cierarettes, cigars, n.nd tobacco In 
autom.atic slot m.'ichines. Persons 
under sixteen arc not to have access 
to them. I^he,, magistrate may order 
the reniovarrtifSisncH machines or 
Kl\-e any othp'rJ>order necessary In 
oriler to prevent persons under .six- 
teen from making use of them for the 
getting of tobacco. Tho owner of such 
machines or his agent may seize 
cigarettes, etc.. obtained by a rerson 
jiliparently under sixteen from such 
machine. 

Section .^1 exempts employees of to- 
Iiaeconists in handling tobacco for 
businc>Hs purposes. 

Section G delines "cigarette" :\a 
"including any small cigar made of 
ivd)acco rolled up in paper, tobacco 
leaf, or any other material." 

Section 7 i)Uta upon tho defendiiiit 
the onus of proving that he la above 
sixteen years of age, and failing tin.'?, 
ho is to bo held as under sixteen If 
ho "appears to ine Justice" to bo so. 
(See Section 984 of "The Crlnilnnl 
Codo" whoso provisions apply to of- 
fenders under this Section.)

built a steamer called The Bruce,

So the 
Union company started business with 
a steamer of their building. The Bruci' 
was very different from tho Makura, 
and since her day the Union com- 
ipany had made tremendous progress, 
owing to the skill, energy and enter- 
prise of Sir James Mills and his co- 
liiroelors.

Durlne her construc- 
tion their firm were ynfortunate in 
the matter of weather/ ;arid,.tbey' had 
also had vsry serious labor troubles;

11 months after tlie keel was laid. 
Sir James iMills, in replying, said Jla- 
Icura meant "All-l^ed." The name was 
appropriate, because the steamer was 
intended for the "All-Red route" be- 
tween Austi'alla anil Canada, running 
between Sydney and Victoria ;ind Van- 
louver. 'I'll!' ves.sel, whicli is of ■170 
fe(^t in length, ;ind of 8,530 tons i;ross, 
Is tlic largest and finest vessel of the 
Union company's fleet. Whilst j)riri- 
clpally designed for passengers, she will 
carry a considerable amount of carog, 
the holds being worked by hydraulic 
hoists, similar to those fitted in all 
tho steamers built by Messrs. Stephen 
for the Colonial trade. The passenger 
accommodation is very extensive, and 
includes first, second, and third 
classes, all the fitting.s being of the 
best tyi)e. Special attoiilifui lias been 
paid to llghllnR", beatiug, and ventilat- 
ing', as the ^'ossei passiiH from tropical 
iieat to more temperate weatiicr dur- 
ing her voyage from Sydney to Van- 
couver. A (Mayton f iro-<},\tlngulHhlng 
and disinfecting machine has been 
fitted. The fir.st-claas pussonger.s arc 
borllied anildHliips, tho second class 
;ift, and the third clas.s forward, Tho 
engines, which have also been con- 
structed by Messrs. Stephen, are of 
tho four-crank tvpe, driving twin 
ncrews. The electric engines are fitted 
in triplicate to cope with tho imusual- 
ly complete systom of lighting and 
heating, and to reduce to a ml;iimum 
any chance of a break-down. There

Harbor Board Asks For Bond Issue of 
Million Dollars to Make^New 
Inland Harbor - 



In view. Of. tho. expected increase of 
trade at porta of tho north Pacific 
coast following the completion of the 
Panama canal San I'VancIsco is plan- 
ning to got ready for the coming com- 
merce. A bond Issue of one million 
dollars is being put forward with op- 
jiosition hy the Shipowners' associa- 
tion to provide an inland harbor at tho 
mouth of:' Islals creek. The San 
Kranclsco Examiner sa.vs: "Nobody 
knows what our commerce Is going to 
be in llfty years. 'J'he forecast of th 
engineers of tlie I'ederated Ilarbor 
coininlltees does not agree witli tho 
guess of the shipowners. So far from 
lioliliug that wharves Irom Van Ne.s.s 
avenue to Cetitral Uaslii will meet oui 
needs for half a century, the report of 
the committee declares distinctly that 
Isl.-ii.s Creelc and Basin will be needed 
before 1027. 

AS'e believe lliat it would be extreme- 
ly sliortslghtod to refuse (lie harbor 
commission the money to acquire the 
Islals Basin lands. Past experience, 
sliows that to postiione tlie plan means 
til uljandoii it forever. Schemes are 
afoot oven now to 1111 in these lands. 
And once filled in, there will bo no 
more chance of acquiring tiiem than 
lliero is to acquire the hlled-ln lands 
where lloated the ships of the goid- 
seekers In the days "when iUi: watiM' 
came up to ?ilontgomery street." 

Lool; forward to the needs of San 
]''ranelsco's future. AV<> are paying to- 
day because tlie men of the last giMi- 
oration built for their day and not for 
the San Francisco of the twentieth 
coiitur.v. Let UB n6t:b^5bllnd to every- 
thing but the immediate dollar. San 
Fl-anclsco must prepare for the' great 
commerce that will come with tho 
opening of the Panama ..canal; Tho 
inland basin will then be needed; and 
tho time to get It Is now. 



DRYDOCK RATES 
HAVE BEEN CHANGED 



Larger Steamers Will Here- 
after Be Assessed Accord- 
ing to Their Length 



Cliangcs have been 'made in the 
regulations and schedule for the 
Esquinialt dry dock, providing for the 
levying of charges of big steamers ac- 
cording to their length. The old 
schedule provided rates up to 2,000 
tons at $400 for tho lirst day and 
4 cents per ton to 2,000 tons and 
cents per ton for every ton above that 
for subsequent da>s. The new scbc^l- 
ule provides also for the length of liis 
ocean steamers up to tho sixe that can 
be accomiiiodateil \)y the docli. Ves- 
sels from 130 to 450 feet in length 
whicli can be accoinmodated without 
reino\-iiip the sill to llie outcniiosl 
edge will be charged $.")riO for .tho .llrst 
dav und vc.-^sels from l.'iO tO-'480'fCet 
hi length which require tho :r,omova 
of the..slll. to, tho furthest limit will 
be asse's8ed'$700.for :tho first day. Tho 
other rates will be assessed similarly 
as before at the rate of 4 cents per 
ton up to 2,000 tons and 2 cents per 
ton over tliat registered tonnage. 
A charge of JIHO will be made for 
extra pumping when vessels up to 
430 feet In length require tlie keel 
blocks raised, and for every extra 
pumping of the dock the fee will l)e 
,$7iK All fractions of .10 tons will l>e 
counted as fifty tons, and cargoes 
when kept on board during docking 
will be charged at the sanic rates as 
tonnage, but ballast will not bo charg- 
ed for. No charge win bo made less 
than $50 per day. ^ ,.' 

Some now sections have been added 
to the new regulations, which in the 
greater part an', similar to lliose whicli 
were enforced heretofore. A new sec- 
tion is as follows: "When a vessel 
has been docked In accordance witli 
the preceiling sections of these regula- 
tions, repairs tliereon must be com- 
menced within five days' from the 
time rl'.e dock Is pumped out, under a 
penalty ot $200 for each 24 hours (or 
part thereof) which .intervenes be- 
tween tlio/;explriatlbn;;Ot the aforesaid 
five days and the time when the re- 
pairs are commenced, in addition to 
tho dockage dues; and If at the expira- 
tion of eight days from the time tlie 
dock Is pumped out, repairs .shall not 
lia\'e been begun, the docI<niaster shall 
notify in writing tiio owner or the 
agent of tho vessel, that tlicy must 
vacate the dock Immcdiatoly, and it 
shall be the imperative duty of the 
dockmastor to let the water into tlie 
dock within 24 hours. after such notice 
has boon pcrsonaUy-yiaerved on • the 
ownor or person in charge 'of such 
vessel." 

This section jtrovides against tho 
recurrence of such incidents as tho 
coming of the steamer ' iMarlechen, 
which lay for weeks unrepaired and 
without any work being done on her, 
and similar incidents and prevents 
the dock being rendered unavailable 
in' thl.^ manner when steamers need It. 

Another nov,' section is: "Should 
the repairs bo completed before tlie 
expiration of the time for which tlm 
dock was engaged when flaking the 
entry, full dockage dues shalTTjt! pay- 
able for such unexpired time, unless 
it can be shown to tbo satisfaction 
of the department of public works that 
there was no enquiry for the dock for 
any part of the unexpired period." 

The regulations regarding Ibo blocks 
and shores to be .supi'l'es is amendiMl 
to read that bloclis three feet in beiglit 
will be supplies, but the materl:U and 
labor for jjlacing blocks aliove that 
height if required must be paid for. 
The privileges given to Hl.s Majcsty'.s 
ships of war under . the old regula- 
tions are extehded "jto. '.the Canadian 
government f-vessels. J ^ -

Regular Liners in Trans-Pnoifio Trade 
Will Pay at Least Five Dollars 
More Each Trip 



The change in the jiilolagc fees init 
into effect will increase by almost ten 
per i-eiit tlie rates paid for pilotage 
l)y nearly ail, if not all, the regular 
steamers in the deep sea trade, in- 
stead of reducing tliem as it claimed. 
The Oriental liners, Australian aleani- 
ers and all deep sea carriers, which 
are all above the iiiaxiinum of 3,000 
tons, will pay from ton per cent up 
more than they iiay at present under 
tho new rate. The only reduction, as 
one shipping man .yesterday said, was 
from what the bijard tried to fol.st 
upon shipping, which was' 20 per ci iit 
higher. By getting rid of one of Uve 
pilots tho reduction of 20 per ci.-nt 
lias been made. The pilots are thus 
ahlo to collect indlvldualb' what was 
prcvlojisly Intended, hud not the iiojiu- 
l;ir cliiinor rendered it advisable not 
to enforce the proposed scale ot ;i(l- 
vanceil rates. The only loser Is the 
dlsml.'<H0d pilot. 

An idea of tho way in which ship- 
ping "\Yill bonefit" -from the changed 
rates ill!

TUG'S MASTER TELLS . 

OF NORTHERN WRECK 



"About 3 o'clock In the morning tho 
Ilattio Gage began to show weakness 
from the heavy strain. Her hcadstays 
wore tho llrat to go, next tho smoke- 
stack guys, and the boiler began to 
shift. During this tlmo wo. woro. re- 
pairing damages; and making towards 
short. About 4.30 a.m. wo could sec 
the shore, which was about 100 feet 
to the leeward of tho, ICyak.. 

"The Haitle Gage being' on tho 
weather side. It. gave her a position 
further from the shore. ^Vo still hung 
on, but It wa.<^ seen ' that .'the • ttjw 
lines would havn to bo cut to save the 
tugs, as breakers appeared under tho 
port quarter of the Ilattie Gape, at a 
distance of 100 to 150 foot. In the 
wrecked condition of tho llattle Gage 
and in the Inability of tbc Kyak to 
steer and being so nearly on tho beach, 
tho. masters!; of tho. tugs decided that 
the only Avay -to sav'a tlioiboats and tho 
lives .'of ' thoir';6revv!i'<;',was to' cut tho 
hawsors,.'kribwIng!i'at': that tlnni that 
we could .'inbt:' assist' the IBengal any 
further. Wo steamed out froni shore 
a short distance to clear tho beach, 
the Jlatlie (.!age being so badly wreck- 
ed that siic had to be kept head on 
until the guys wore imt on the masts 
;ind smokestacks, which toolc about one 
hour, hut as tho repairs were only 
temiiorary, and knowin.g that 1 could 
not assist the Bengal any further, I 
ran for shelter." 

The statement contlnucK with a re- 
cital of how the tugs l.iy at shelter 
over night, the whole llino a terriilc 
hurricane prevailing. Tlio next morn- 
ing the l-Iattie Gago giade for Wrangcll 
to get tho assistance of tho cable 
st-camer Burnsldc, after which the tugs 
returned to Coronation Island and pick- 
ed up tho survivors, ' Capt. Farror 
adds ; . 

"Capt. A^^^gner sees fit to criticise 
tho actiouK and (hdngs of the captains 
of the two tugs. He says the llattle 
Gago fooled away tinur in going for 
tile assisl.-UK'c of llu; Huriiside. Xow. 
In ans\\-er to that I would say that 1 
carefull.N- ligurcd that matter over and 
ov(.'r befoi-o 1 decided. 1 could see that 
the weather was such that is was lin- 
liosslble for cither of the tugs to bo 
of any assi.stance. to tho survivors. 
Knowing thai I could niako tho tri|) 
to 'Wrangoll and return before any- 
thing could bo done, at : the wreck, I 
decided to do sc'.an'd.kCas'^-secn to bo 
true later on, thu 'Hattle Gage nyidu 
this triri and eomnnmlcated with the 
Hurnside, returned to tlio scene of tho 
wreck and took the llrst survivors off 
the be.acli. At the same time the tug 
Kyak was near the wreck all the time, 
being unable to render assistance on 
account of .stress of weather. 

"In another inslanco CJapt. 'Wagner 
calls the masters of tlie two tugs eow- 
.■irds .TUd claiiiis that had be been mas- 
t(M- of either of those tugs he could 
have gone right alongside ot tlio 
wrecked liengal and taken off every 
person aboard. In answer to that I 
would stnto that 1 have been master 
ot tugboats for twenty-odd years and 
have had a good deal ' of . experience 
wltU^.tugs of tho'-cltis's.' of ' ihe '.Hatlle 
Gago and Kyak. ' I would have con- 
sidered It suicide to have attempted to 
go alongside the Bengal with eltlier of 
them. Furthermore I woul'd ask Cajit. 
AVagner It the sea was as smooth a.'; ho 
claimed it was, whlln ho lay those two 
hours at his anchors, why did lie not 
land Ills crew and p.asseiigers on the 
heacli, which was only fUl.v feet from 
his ves-sel, .and not tako chances on un- 
certainties. Ho must cgrtalnly have 
known when tho tugs cut their linos, 
that they had done all that was in 
tlieir jjower; . and if - there, was; an op- 
p})i;tunity„.to . save life fi.t>. that} time, 
Capt. 'Wagher' ought to have talren ad- 
• yantagei'-of It,/ ' -y . - 

iJg^tttiattklithVcau^e-'df^tW^^ 
tne-loss ''of'-'sd .many lives ^vas due to 
tlie Inability of , the tug Kyak, to 8tc(?r. 

■ I know at the time that I decided to 
tack shi;- the Hattie Gage- would luivt: 
been abi"e.:to take tlu' shiji back' to 
safet.v, except for, the fact lliut. 
tlirough its inablUty.to stefer, the Kyaii 
was imlllng In nearly the oppo.sitc 
direction. 

"Xo doubt the' insiiectors of steam- 
boats will make a thorougli examina- 
tion, which I hope they will, and if I 
am found .at fault will be projicrly 
'dealt with."

Capt. Farrer, of Tug Hattie Gage, Gives 
His Vopsion of , the Disaster to 
Star. ,bf;i Bengal 

Capt. Farrer of- the tugf Hattie Ga.qo, 
one of: tbertwo : captains accused by 
Capt, "Wagrier of. the wrecked cannery 
hiu-k Star of ilongal, of being rcHpou- 
.slble for the dLsawter, has given a de- 
tained .story of the wreck. 

The inability of the tug ICyak to 
.steer Is given by Capt. l^'arrcr as 
the roaiion why Ihe .Star of BeMigal 
wa.s ioat. .i\t one time the Hattie Cage 
had Kueecciicil in taekiii;,' the big Kliii> 
ar<nin(l and the latter';; foro and aft 
xall.s had lilled. 3U)wever the Jvyalc 
was lielple.'ss and dragging Ihe Star of 
Bengal hack. Had the ICyak'.s liaw.ser 
been cut at that time, Capt. Farrer 
says, . hla ^ug . could ;have pulled the 
; Star ivof VBengal '.oat -i of, hor, perilous: 
■position. 

In his statoment, Capt. I^arri-r says 
In iiart; "There v::iii 110 reason for me 
to believe that I woulil not have good 
Wi'atlicr to t;il;e the .sliil) to ,sea. I 
headed out for the. o|)eii sea, ste(!riiig a 
cour.'^e .^outli. W'lieu we came within 
about tliree-iiuarters of a niili^ ejf the 
southeast wide of Helm point, llu? wind 
began to incrense from tlie Konthea:]t. 
Not to take any olianee of tho ship go- 
ing ashore, we undertook to tack ship 
and stand In to siiKJOth water again. 
''.I'hc wind at this time, was moderate, 
.and coming from ; the southeast. I 
knew that aIl(CC.:ha,ai4b;'db was to get 
the ship on thb's'farboard tiick'and she 
would come into smooth water, even If 
she liad had no I ugs to assist her. The 
llattle Gago at this time swuiis around 
to the eastward, turning the, .ship In 
the desired dlreclioii. Noticing Hmt th,i 
Kyak did not c-haii;;e her po.^liron, I 
began to feel luK-asy, hut tlilnkiiiK that 
she would soon follow my course, I 
kept oil until J sleercd a course to 
aliout <'aKt northeast, wlilch course I 
Icept for about twenty minutes, long 
enough to pull tlu! ship's head up-to 
tho wind and fill the sails on the star- 
board tack, .but I.. could only hold the 
vesseLlnithlB'piosltlb'n lor r. short time, 
as the Kyak was heading off nearly in 
the opiiosite direction. 

"I .'ioon he.Ljaii to lo.-;e ground and 
saw that I could not hold the ship. Tho 
Jvyak, 1 found, \va,s uiKible to steer on 
account of (be wind and sea, I told tho 
c;ipt;iiii of tlie l-:yul< that ho must try 
to get his ve;-:sei jiroaiid, if poHMibi(^, 
He .said that he thouglil lie would bi' 
aide to. The wdnd and sen seeiueil to 
rise all .'it emce, for within half an 
hour alter wo undertook to lack ship, 
It was blowing half a gale, 

"We began to make leeway towards 
tho Island, , and I began to feel uneasy. 
Wo l)W't<icoine ,..c.o, close to the ahoro 
that It was Impossible' to wear ship, 
.so the only thing we could do was to 
depend on tho wind abating a little, 
so that we could still get the ship 
around on the starboard tack. This 
waa Impossible, as It proved later, as 
•the wind and sca,kep,t, on -liicrea.slng,,'

Indoor meeting ever held In Princo 
nupcrt was held on Thursday night In 
tho hall over the Christiansen-Brandt 
company store on Rupert road/ It 
may be asserted that not less than" 125 
Hjen were m the. hall or on tho landing 
and ^ steps in front of tho hall. The 
meeting was called for the purpose of 
taking action that would result in 
making ■ .Prince. Rupert , a town fn 
whlclv white men and women would 
not b'e forced' to. compete with or work 
alongside Asiatic coolies. ACter an 
expret;aIou from those present the 
ehalrnian was ro(iuested to read tho 
meinberjihip oath of tho soeloty of 
Wlilte X'luneers, a society organized in 
Prince Rupert a year ago. Tho oath 
was read, and tho chairman then ask- 
ed liow many of those present were 
willing to take the . membership oath 
of the society, and 'every man in the 
hall stood up. 

AVillilu an hour the oath had been 
taken and subscribed to by over 100, 
and today Princo Rupert has close to 
lot) men who have sworn and sub- 
scribed to tho .following oath:

FISH IN PHASER 



Unexpected Run of Cohoes and Other 
Varieties of , Salmon, at End of 
"tHe , Se'asdn 



New 'Westminster, Oct. 9. — That the 
salmon run on the Fraacr river Is far 
from over for this year is Indicated 
by the catches the fishermen are mak- 
ing at the present time. Tlie season 
is drawing to its close, but the run of 
salmon Is heavier today lluui early in 
the canning season. A new run of 
cohoes was reported in tho river this 
week, coming up the Nyrth Arm from 
FiigUsh Bay. The lish are small, but 
of lirst class ciuallty, and large catches 
are being made. Dog salmon arc also 
commencing to run freely and tho 
steelheads are about due • and one o£ 
the largest runs of tliLs variety of lish 
experienced for several years Is pre- 
dicted by old time Fraser river ilsher- 
men, A good run of lish was not 
looked for by the canners this year, 
and ])rei)arations were only made for 
a small catch, consequently some can- 
neries are having to close down on 
account of liaving packed the full limit 
for which they made provisions and no 
more cans being....available. The fish 
that will thuisj be enabled to pass ■ up 
river a^d reacli the breeding grounds 
should enable the hatchery guardians 
to: secure a full supply of eggs, and 
enable Iheiri'tci'tllbroughly r6'-stpck the 
river, thus benefitting the Industry by 
ensuring: a perpetual ty ot the various 
species of salmon for which tho Fraser 
river Is noted.

After tho $100,000 of stock had been 
given to Speaker Belcourt, for legal 
services, tho government saw new- 
light, uud the concession was revived. 
"I feel," wroto iMr. Ray to his partner." 
"that our troubles have como lu an 
end."

The Seoul Press, the Japanese 
ofnclal organ In^Korea, throws, some 
light on tho icbfnparatlvo losses In 
these operatlon'slo'n-the Korean and 
Japanese .sldos.^iTHd'iriaependenttpapor 
httrfrljbdrit-^upprossddi, by tho,v: British 
nutHbrltles ' at tlio instance oC Japan 
The Seoul Press says: 

"Ah a matter of fact casualties 
among our troops are very few, which 
is only natural, considering tho In- 
comparable inferiority of the arms In 
tho poKses-slon of the insurgents. They 
are mostly niatchloelcs with small 
.-sprinkling of oUI-fashloncd Rus.slan 
and German rlllos. 'I'lie inevitable 
result is tliat our troops, who are 
armed with rllies of the latest pattern, 
generally Hiicceed in engaging the In- 
surgents far beyond the range ot tlie 
latter'.s weapons. Umler these cir- 
cninKtaiice.s, It will cause no surprise 
to stall' that, against tlic loss of nearly 
12,000 killed among the insurgeiit.s, the 
total minib(;r of our troops killed up lo 
the end of July since the comnionee- 
rncnt of the trouble a year ago, is only 
a little • over seventy, while those 
wounded during. the same period num 
bor about 170.,,, Thlsv Is .. exclusi'v;e ot 
tho casualties amonff .i.tlio' gendarmes 
and police, but the latter have cer 
talnly not suffered more than the re 
gular soldiers." . 

'^'hls H a .Tapancse admission -that 
12,000 Koreans have been killed in a 
year against I'lO Japanese killed, says 
the Japanese Gazette in commenting 
under tho title "Potting Insurgents," 
and the reason of tho remarkable dis- 
projiortlon is frankly given as tho in- 
comparable suiieriorlty of the Japanese 
arms of iirecislon. As tho modern 
army rifle will kill at over 1,800 yards 
and can be effectively aimed at 1,000 
yards, its superiority over tho insiii'- 
gents' "matclilocks" and old-fashioned 
Russian and Gorman rides is at oni;o 
evident. Tills does inucli to o.Npliiln 
tho situation. Hitherto the mililary 
bulletins published have been mean- 
ingless and almost read like efforts at 
humor. Here is one from the 'Seoul 
Pxess ; , . , ,, . 

"On. the 9th Inst., two soldiers des- 
patched from the garri.soii In Yun-an 
Whanglial-do, In order to make coii- 
no'ct'lon' with a detachment at Tak- 
yung-tai, mot , about forty insurgents 
six miles southeast.-.of tho, town and 
killed .,one!<rs.,Tho rostifidlsappearcd," 

The "rtjeotlng'.' or.'erigagement of the 
partle^vJs.nbw'seeii to-havo been per- 
haps at a distance 'of l.OOO yards, giv- 
ing ample opportunity for the 30 who 
were not hit to "disappear," says the 
Gazette. So, as nn explanation of those 
ofilcini buHetins this ,Soonl Press 
statement is quite sutlsfaetoryllftmtllf' 
does not <Jxp1ahi How'lCoVeaii-'"l£Siuf.-' 
gonti"". can be Identlfled at, such long 
range. Are there'- no mistakes made 
or aro all Koreans in tho zone of 
operations deemed to be "Insurgents"'/ 
Wo slionld like to hear from tho Seoul 
Press on this aspect of the ease. Per- 
haps the official discouragement nf in- 
dependent reports was really necessary 
in the circumstances. It would have 
been (>xoecdlngIy regrettable if a Ja- 
panese corres))ondrnt h.-id be<'n mis- 
taken for an Insurgent by some liot- 
heudcd Japanese sharpshooter. That 
possibility may also exidain the Inde- 
pendent Ja|)anese press silence as to 
these operatlon.s — they might liave fail- 
ed to get volunteers for correspondents 
In sucli a perilous field. At the saiiu^ 
time tills rough and ready way <if 
sujiprcssliig an "lii.surrectWm" Is not 
lil<ely to commend Itself generally, and 
even to tho Japanese troops ;ifter 
their recent 'war experiences in Man- 
churia, must seem rather tame sport.
